Medicine Concerns to Re- 


sist Action of Prohibi- 


tion Commissioner 


Madison attorneys retained by an 


association of the largest wholesale 
druggists in the Unite* States will, 
in a few days, act in the United 
States district court here to restrain 
T. E. Hazel-berg, state prohibition 
commissioner for Wisconsin, in pro- 
secuting individuals for sale of pro- 
prietary medicines containing alco- 
hol in excess of the legal percentage 
without the permit required by the 
state prohibition enforcement act, 
known as the Mulberger law. 


It will be the first test case in the 


country and will determine whether 
or not the Volstead act supersedes 
state statutes. 
The action will be 


based upon the charge that the state 
commissioner is exceeding his pow- 
ers. 


Hazelberg has obtained a number 


of convictions in the lower courts in 
cases whc-re individuals, usually pro- 
prietors of soft drink parlors, had 
sole wine of pepsin, beef, iron and 
wine, and similar proprietary medi- 


ines.

JEFFERSON, Wis. — The 


height of sensation was reach- 
ed this afternoon at 2 o'clock 
when Matthew B. Lynaugh, 
Madison patrolman who shot 
and killed Cail E. Jandorf, uni- 
versity sophomore May 28, 
took the stand in his own de- 
fense and told the story of the 
tragic shooting. 


When questioned by his at- 


torney Jas. M. Clancy, whether 
or not he intended to use his 
gun Lynaugh replied ."!•' never 
intended to use {she • gun. I 
couldn't have aimed it for it 
was up in the air." 


Lynaugh said that he was on 


the beat at Henry and Johnson 
streets when he received a call 
from the desk sergeant who 
told him that a barber pole was 
stolen from the east side and 
that he was to seize the red 
truck on which the pole had 
been placed and to arrest the 
boys on it. 
He told, how he 


went down Langdon street and 
saw the truck standing just 
west of the Grady house. 


"There were a number of 


boys 
on 
the 
truck," said 


Lynaugh, "and when I got 
within 25 feet of them they saw 
me and jumped off. I turned 
around and this man Lunney 
started running up Langdon 
street. 


"I drew my gun and commanded 


him to halt. He didn't stop and so 
I followed him around the Grady 
house and up to the Phi Delta Theta 
house." 


Lynaugh described how he arrest- 


ed Lunney in the fraternity 
house 


and said when he came out 
there 


were about 25 boys stand-ing about 
slightly to'the north of the house. 
He said that ' Jandorf '• accosted him 
and took him by thr 
shoulder and 


told him he had the wrong man. He 
said, "I told him that if he had. any 
grievance he was to go to the police 
station and tell the chief, that I was 
there to do my duty. After I had 
walked about three, feet I turned my 
head and saw a crowd coming upon 
.me. I put my hand in my pocket and 
drew my revolver. 
The boys, were 


hissing and some were yelling "Get 
the cop." 


Ljnangh said that he was tripped 


up in front of the Meyer house, Lake 
St, and while he didn't know who 
had tripped him that Jandorf was 
the nearest to him. "I turned and 
told Jandorf to .behave himself, that 
I didn't want to have any trouble. . 


At that time there were about ^0 


and 75 boys standing where Jandorf 
stopped me." 


The case will probably go to the 


jury Wednesday.

in 1914 to $93,959,495 in 1919 is the 
growth of electric light utility busi- 
ness in Wiscon^-'. as shown by the 
biennial report of tbe Railroad com- 
mission. 


Operation revenues showed a sim- 


ilad rapid growth. 
In 
1910 they 


amounted to- $4,443,930. 
In 1914 


revenues were $8,018,844 and in 
1919 they had increased to $16,931,- 
468. 


Gas utilities showed a steady 


growth but not in any such propor- 
tion as obtained in the electric busi- 
ness. In 1910 the combined proper- 
ty and plant accounts of gas utili- 
ties in the state amounted to ?24,- 
149,734 which had increased to $27, 
303,741 by 1914 and' to $30,869,929 
by 1919. 
Operating revem'/.s in 


1910 
were $4,009,205, in 1914 totaled 


$5,002,090, and in 1919 they amount- 
ed to $7,896,525. 


The business of water utilities has 


also shown a growth although here 
too the rate of growth has been less 
than in the electric business. 
The 


plant investment of water utilities 
in the state in 1910 amounted to

Toothpaste And Pianos. 


Held to be Luxuries by Members of Congress in the Framing 


of Taxation Laws; Increases Are Proposed. 


D 


URING the war period when Congress was searching every 
nook and corner of the nation (except the sacred vaults of 


the war profiteers) for ways and means to carry on the war it 
included among its luxury taxes one on toothpaste. 
Whereat, 


even under the somberness of war, there was considerable pok- 
ing of fun at those members of Congress who felt that the ap- 
purtenances necessary to a daily housecleaning of our molars 
should be a luxury and not a necessity. 


There are members of Congress, evidently, who still have 


the toothpaste viewpoint. In the preliminaries now being laid 
at Washington to shift the war burden to the consumers of the 
country it is planned, among other things, to increase the tax 
on musical instruments from 5 to 10 per cent. 


Musical instruments are to be held as luxuries and increased 


excise taxes are to be made applicable to pianos, violins, etc. 


It is beyond our reasoning to fathom why musical instru- 


ments should be held under the classification of excise taxes. 
Why should musical instruments be placed in a grouping that 
carries with it the mild moral stigma attached to the word "ex- 
cise?" 


But the main argument to be made against such a proposal 


is that music is a necessity and not a luxury. There would be 
as much soundness to a proposal to tax education as to tax 
music. 


Music is an essential to home, religious and public life. 
It 


is an essential to the proper education of the child. Music is 
the cheapest, healthiest and most lasting form of entertainment. 
Far from taxing musical instruments their use should be en- 
couraged in the same manner that education is encouraged. 


Years ago a piano was considered a luxury and only the rich 


could afford one. With our modern merchandising system of 
easy payments many a modest home has been enabled to afford 
a piano. Seventy-five per cent of the pianos sold today are sold 
on the installment plan. Ten per cent is usually paid down. 
If the lax is increased from five per cent to ten per cent the 
merchants requently will get no more at the time of the sale 
than to pay the tax. 
If larger payments are demanded it not 


only will deprive many potential buyers of the benefits of music 
but will decrease sales so that the government revenues from 
the taxes will disappear. 


No,—let's have no burdensome taxes on music. 
Music 


has become a part of our daily life and education. Congress 
should spread the good influence of music rather than curtail 
its reign.

HEAR FOSTER TONIGHT

ILLIAM Z. FOSTER, the man who led the great steel strike, 
will be a speaker at the University Gym tonight. The 


public is invited to attend this address. 


The steel strike was beaten by the newspapers af this coun- 


try who, as usual, served the steel trust by attributing the strike 
to "alien" and "foreign" influences. The steel trust, which has 
brought more cheap la.bor foreigners into this country than any 
other single agency suddenly became very jealous of our "Amer- 
ican institutions" at the hands of "aliens" and "foreigners." 
The newspapers worked diligently to capitalize the remnants of 
the war sentiment in behalf of the steel trust. And the strikers 
were beaten. 


The newspapers failed to tell of the thousands of steel trust 


employes who were compelled to work twelve hours a, day and 
seven days a week; they failed to tell of the system of espionage 
in vogue in the steel industry by which the steel trust fires any 
man who voices any undesirable opinion; they failed to tell of 
the manner in which employes were denied the right to assemble 
and discuss their own affairs; they failed to tell how mayors, and 
aldermen and judges attempted to nullify the sacred right of 
free speech and assemblage in order to serve the steel trust. 
Even ministers, reached by the tremendous influence the steel 
trust is able to wield, lent their pulpits to denunciations of the 
"agitators" back of the strike.

The survey printed in 
the Interchurch movement has placed the prostitute newspapers 
of the country in an unfavorable light by its submission of the 
facts. 


Foster, of course, was a man much maligned by the press 


of the country. Some went so far as to argue that he ought to 
be deported. If you want to learn how public sentiment can be 
made to suit the interests of those in control go to the gym to- 
night and hear Mr. Foster. He has an eloquent story to tell.
